Lincoln's Last Lines. 


During a recent visit to the White 


House former Senator Willium M. 
Stewart commented on the fact that 
he visited the mansion on- the night 
of President Lincoln's assassination 
and probably received from the mar- 
tyred executive the last lines he «ver 
wrote. Pointing to the portico of the 
White House, he continued: 


"1 s"aw President Lincoln get Into his 


carriage from those steps the night he 
was killed. 
I was the last man to 


speak to him at the White House. He 
wrote me a note that night that I 
would give $1.000 for if I had it now. 


"Mr. Lincoln's calling hour for con- 


gressional visitors was 7 o'clock in the 
t'veninsi- I was in the senate and call- 
ed at the White House about 7:30 
o'clock that evening. The presidential 
offices were located then in the second 
vtory. From there I sent my card to 
tin- president, who wrote upon it these 
words: M have an engagement to take 
Mrs. 
Lincoln to the theater, an engage- 


ment I never break. Call tomorrow 
morning at 1O o'clock.'

The course 
of many a soldier's doom or deliverance 
ran thus: Court martial condemned, 
Stanton approved. Lincoln pardoned. 
Mr. Lincoln was seldom able to resist

tie great criminal lawjer of Colum- 
bus was nominated on the Republi- 
c^ti ticket as his competitor. Cox at 
that time was associate editor with 
Col. Medary, editors 
of 
The Ohio 


Statesman 
The sain, article ("Glor- 


ious Sunset") ga^e him the name of 
"Sunset" Cox. Each took the stump 
in their own behalf; each with great 
ability pleaded the cause of his re- 
spective part\. 
When the election 


came off the returns showed that 
Mr. Cox had carried Pickaway coun- 
ty by 350 majority; Mr Galloway 
carried,Franklin county by one ma- 
jdrffy, and Mr. Cox carried Licking^ 
•^county by 
seven 
majority. 
Thus 


electing Cox by 356 majority. 


That year was also 
the 
famous 


presidential campaign between Hon. 
James Buchanan on the Democratic 
side and the Hon. John C. Fremont 
on the Republican. 
The battle-cry 


of the Republicans was "Bleedmg 
Kansas; no more 
slave 
territory 


and 
congressional 
interference." 


While the Democratic battle-cry was 
the great doctrine of popular sover- 
eignty as it 
was expounded 
by 


Steven A. Douglass: 
"Let the people 


say by their votes ^\hen a state was 
admitted into the Union whether they 
wanted slavery or not.'' 
Immense 


mass meetings \\ere held everywhere 
in all the little towns throughout the 
country 
"Work on the farm was ne- 


glected (faimers didn't pretend to 
do anything only to go to political 
meetings). 


The Democrats would 
rig 
out 


great long hickory wagons, drawn 
by from four to sii. norses. 


The Republicans would haye wag- 


ons the same, only different kind 
.of i^ood. Large delegations from all 
the townships would go almost every 
day somewhere to a meeting. Some 
of the wagons would be loaded down 
with girls all dressed in white, sing- 
ing campaign songs 
Lots of fun 


everywhere, between the bovs and. 
girls of opposite parties, but all good- 
natured. The older ones would get 
into heated debates that would al- 
most end in blows. But as a general 
thing better judgment prevailed.
